The dermoid tumor is congenital, It

As the forms the skin grows 
around it like a wrapper. In a typical 
place, one skin wrapper grows from the 
middie of the back around the right of 
the body, while another grows around 
the left. These tw meet in the middle 
line and grow together to make a corh- 
plete wrapper. Sometimes a little tab of 
extra skin is sheared off just as the extra 
batter is sheared off an ice cream cone, 
@ Waffle, or a muffin. If this little extra 
tab of skin gets caught tn some tissue 
below the surface, it is Hable to develop 
a dermoid. Dermoids, therefore, age 
found around locations where the skin 


are located in the chest and abdominal 
wall in the middle line in front, along 
the backbone, around the pelvis, along 
the sides of the neck, and around the 
mouth, nose, eyes, and ears.

A dermoid may not grow at all for 
years or it may grow very slowly. it 
generally causes no pain. 

It is not related to cancer. As a rule 
the only reason for operating on a. der- 
moid is because it is unsightly, or is in- 
convenient, or is in the way because the 
host gets afraid. So much for ordinary 
dermolds. 

In the books on tumors the chapter 
devoted to this subject is generally head- 
ed “ Dermoids and Teratomas.”

Reports show that the apple crop 
varies sharply in different sections of 
the state, but when estimates are to- 
taled for all the apple growing coun- 
tries the average will be better than 
a half crop. About 801,000 barrels will 
be packed .for the market, compared 
with 1,351,000 barrels last year. 

The apple crop of the whole United 
States is more than 7,000,000 barrels 
short of last year’s yield—the commer- 
cial crop totaling about 26,942,0C0 bar- 
toe according .to the federal bureau 
of agricultural economics. 

Fortunately, however, orchard own.- 
ers in this state, at least, will be able 
to put up a fairly high grade pack, for 
the apples are of satisfactory size, 
pROABty and coloring.
